In the Preakness, N.J., airport on 1 
a recent Sunday, 5,000 people were 
watching the marvels of skill in 
flight when an airplane driven by 
veteran Alden H. Russell, went into 
a tail spin and crashed, injuring Rus¬ 
sell seriously and his one passenger 
fatally.

2 tablespoons butter or other 
shotening.

1 can (two cups) red cherries, 
seeded and drained.

Mall Will Be Carried Into North By
